Scope

Environmental Health

Design/construct improvements at the former Los
Angeles Landfill. Improvements will include but not
limited to grading and drainage required by subsidence
of the landfill from deteriorated municipal solid wastes;
utilities which require replacement due to subsidence;
improvements to the landfill gas extraction system, soil
vapor extraction system and gas flare system; and any
other action required to protect the health and safety of
the public during ballooning and other functions held at
the landfill.

Design construct and purchase related equipment to
upgrade environmental monitoring for various City
regulated programs to include, but not necessarily be
limited to air quality, groundwater monitoring, household
hazardous waste, consumer health, vector borne
disease control. Acquisition of specialized vehicles and
vehicle outfitting related to vector control. Laboratory
equipment and furnishings.

Renovate pond by draining, re-grading and improving
overall design. Install new liner. Install filtration
system, auto-fill system and fish collection areas.
Rehabilitate aquatic ecosystem through vegetation and
algae management. Equip pond perimeter with gravel
skirt to facilitate management. Provide a clean slate for
long-term management.
